The Daily News of tho 2nd inst. says:—Satnr- 
day (31st ult.)-wag the hottost day this year, the 
thormometer registering 99.1 at Sicawei. 
is nanal on such intensely hot days, we hado 
thanderstorm in the sveniug, and tho ‘rain 
come down in torronts. It is remarkable 
that previous ‘to the first flash of lightning, 
which was soon at 5.45 p.m. and came ont of a 
aloud in the south, thera was 8 hoavy fall of 
rain on the upper and of the French Bund, whore- 
as on tho Hnglish Setilement and Hongkew, 
thore was not tho least rain till 6.15 p.m. Tho 
rain camo up from the S.W., bat there wore 
heavy banks of black olonds ia the east, aonth, 
and west long before tha rain, and at 6 o'clock 
there was o great waterspout over Pootuag 
Point. So fur ay‘we havo boon able tonscertain,
